Peter Daly, who was kIiUchI to Iulvo 
greftttinflueilce ^w.^th the Nationalists 
in Linierict,'roge7 and was ruoeivod 
with prolonyeil checniui,' .Vl'tcr tlc- 
li'vering a very Htrou^' \:'.liuiiul .s|)c-oe]i, 
he coucludecl by moving ihc foiluuiug 
resolution;— "That, <;oasidering the 
matter in which the demand of the 
Irish people for self-f,'ovoniiiuint, pre- i 
f^red through their rc[)resciitativ(^s . 
has been received by tlio Iiiijjoi ial 
Parliament, we uow call on our re- 
presentatives and their colleagues to 
make the.final demand at the next 
session of Parliament. " The resolu- 
tion was received with cheers. r»[r. 
Meskin seconded it. Mr. Butt then 
<;ame forward, and said he was cer- 
tain Mr. Daly waff .sincere. Ho might 
just say. to Mr. Daly that tiiero was a 
tiW^J ''^«i»ithe appearnnco of the 
lightest disunion among them wonld 
be eagerly caught at by t heir enemies. 
(Cries of "llesoUition.") Ho wonld 
put it as a peVsoual favour to Mr. Duly 
not to press the resolution. ]\Ir. Daly 
said, in emphatic terms, that he would 
uofe' withdraw the resolution. He put 
it to the meeting now to know whether 
the last appeal should be made next 
yeat or not. The meeting then lost 
all eemblauce of order. A ]\Ir. Gal- 
lagher stepped forward and claimed 
to:gpeak for the Nationalists of Limer- 
kM^ ^ dan^d>. ^ot be beard. Th o 
?'8™erb^ame terriffc,' ffn'd the "entire 
pit and galleries and part of tlje boxes 
were converted into a sort of bear- 
garden. The roll of a drum was heard 
at intervals, and two or three times a 
raid on the platform was imminent, 
and was only averted by the strong 
re'mBnatrancetrof Mr. Daly. He was 
urged to withdraw the resolution, but 
Refused. Mr. Clery, ex- Mayor, uegg- 
^ed Mr. Daly to withdr.iw the reso- 
lution as a personal favour. It 
would give a laugh to the rres.s at 
the other side of the water to-mor- 
row if they could say that there was a 
.4iBtji^hance at that meeting. Mr. 
Dalyj idecliued; on the ground of mere 
■personal complaints to consent to 
withdraw any lesolution. ^Ir. Butt 
said he thought the time had come 
when he, as one not having the con* 
fidence of the people of Limerick, 
.Qpght to take a decided tone, and 
advise the Chairman not, to put the 
^resolution. If it were carried he (Mr. 
Butt) would to-morrow do what lie 
had done before, ask the GovcrDineut 
for a place-7-namely, the Chilteru 
Hundreds, arid no longer represent 
the city of Limerick in I'arliinf.iit. ^Ir. 
Daly said ho was prepared to proiH)se 
a vote of coufulence in both <jf their 
members, but at the sanio time he 
would not withdraw his resolution. 
''Mr. Daly then withdrew, and Mr. 
Cleary proposed, and Mr. Power 
'eeconded, a vote of confidence in Mr. 
Butt and Mr. O'Shaughnessy, which 
was carried.

The Ministry Should liesiKu. 

Vl^H aro uot gathered from thistles 
iior gnipcs from thorns; yot there are 
many iu this community who incline 
to ':he belief that immodiatoly upon 
the return of Mr. Walkera to Victoria 
be ■will place his resignation in the 
blinds of the Lieut. -Governor and ad- 
vise His Honor to send for a member 
of the Opposition to form a ilinistry. 
There are cogent reasons why thia con- 
aijl^^nai Qourse abould be pursued;

"With this certain- 
ty presentingitself to them, and possess- 
ing a fall knowledge that their policy 
baa been condemned by the counti'y, 
we say that the Premier owes it as a

"The Live Stock j9^mal.'' 

Tho "Graphic''T^llsthe following; 
The instinct of Newfoundland dogS to 
save a drowning person '■■ mS been- 
somewhat painfully tested by an un- 
lucky Frenchman. He was walking 
iu the country with a friend who pos- 
sessed n inagnificgpt -fltwIOlMldland, 
and incautiously questioned the truth 
of the animal's sagacity. Tho dog's 
master, vexed at the slur cast on his 
favourite, gave his friend a push and 
|«WUeftl»$iitKbto a shallow river. 
"Turk" inamediatoly sprang, iu, and 
seizing one of the tails of the "immers 
ed man's coat, commenced ^to:- synfei 
for land. Unfortunately another 
Newfoundland, trotting along the 
other side of the river, saw the affair, 
and also joama to the rescue. Dog 
nlimbef "two seizSa the other tail of 
the coat, and wished to swim back to 
his master, "Turk" held fast and 
strugglod for his side, and tho owner 
of the coat cried in vain for help. At 
last tho coat gave way, and each 
Newfoundland swam proudly homo 
with a piece of cloth 'in his mouth, so 
that "'Turk's" master was otijiged to 
plunge' in himself to save his friend. 

The monument to the Duke of 
Wellington in St. Paul's Cathedral, 
Loudon, after nearly 2S years, is npw 
nearly Completed: It is 13 feet long, 
8 feet wide, and 27 feet high. The 
base rises on two marble steps, and 
consists of a marblo plinth and capp- 
ing with a bronzo die, which is orna- 
mented with 48 tablets suspoudod by 
bronze cords, each tablet bearing tho 
name of some great battle in which the 
Duke was engaged; On the centre is 
placed a pedestal with cannon, bayo- 
nets, helmets, coata of mail, sbiords, 
and tho Gallic euglo grouped around, 
and on its pede.stal is placed tho sar- 
cophagus, antique in form, and richly 
ornamented, on which tho efligy of 
the deceased, lying on a bier, is plac- 
ed. Tho figure is wrapped in a sol- 
dier's cloak, with his honours on his 
breast, and bis ducal coronet ^ests at 
the end of the bier. The apex of the 
monument consists of a die with 
Baluster "ooliiinns at the corner; the 
panels contain bronzo escutclioons 
with the armorial bearings of the de- 
ceased, tbo whole surmounted with a 
bolifccornice, which, with the excep- 
tion of the brouzf portions,is compos- 
ed of the purest Carrarorinarble. ^ 'The 
whole will be crOwned bjf" an eques- 
trien figure wnioh .fvill ' complete -the 
monument. ■ 

The proposed railroad tunnel be- 
tween England and France, beneath 
the Straits of pover, does not -oo'ase to 
excite Interest and provok* discusinon 
in both countries to an extent com- 
mensurate with its importance. Mr. 
Topley, a Fellow of the Geological 
Society, has add9d his voluablo opin- 
ion to the weight of that alieady ex- 
pressed in fayofe;of theisohlsme as one 
entirely practicable. -He> holds with 
the eminent engineer. Sir John Hawk- 
shaw.that the plan of a tunnel through 
the chalk is to be preferred to any 
other, having no fear that faults would 
be found that would inconvenience the 
work, and'failiBg to agree with Prof. 
Hebert in the theory of a large trans- 
verse fold in the Channel which might 
seriously interfere with the construc- 
tion of the tunnel, by bringing up louv- 
er beds than tho chalk .\ tunnel 
through the Kimmeridgo clay, wliioh 
occurs in great thickneis in tho Sub- 
Wealden boring, and on tho Coast, 
would be quite feasible, the only ob- 
jection to it being its length. In fine, 
it is somewhat interesting and alto- 
gether gratifying to notice thai the 
principal objections raised aro not to 
the scheme generuUy but to each of 
the specitic plans — tho objections be- 
ing raised by the friends of other pro- 
jects to accomplish tho same end. Al- 
together, unless graver natural obsta- 
cles present themselves than are aciti 
cipated — obalacloa so grave as to bid 
absolute detianco to human skilh— 
those of this generation may live to 
cross tho Channel free from tho hor- 
rors which now mark tho passage, and 
that not even chloral and Bessemer 
steamers hate st|ffi($ed to, remove or 
abate. The Rothschilds in France, 
and the ju'oprietors of the great South- 
Eastorn Railway in England, have nut 
£100,000 into oxporimontal boringn. 
All the first railroad and engineering 
experts now affirm the practicability 
of the Ohannel tunnel.

understands that among French poli- 
ticians it is confidently anticipated 
thai the exchange of territory which 
it is proposed to effect between France 
and Great Britain on the "West coast 
of Africa will actually take place. The 
negotriitioh, it is tbdaght, has been 
braught almost to the verge of com- 
pletion. It will, however, be remem- 
bered that Lord Ciivnarvou has pro- 
mised to take no definitive step iu tho 
matter without the pievious consent 
of the House of Commons. The 
French force in Sonegambia consists 
chiefly of black regiments, and is mueh 
smaller than is perhaps generally sup- 
posed. The country is valuable to 
them for its largo exports of gum. 
Thoy say that thoy have spent a great 
deal of money on Gabcon, the place 
in the Gulf of Guinea which they pro- 
pose t'o cede to us, if wo will consent 
to make tboiu uiasterij of the Gambia. 
Tho natives of tho Gaboon river are 
said to be industrious, and to bear a 
deservedly high character. The Col6- 
nial Office appears to be committed 
lo tlio scheme which, however, will 
meet with streuuou* opposition from 
the Colonial party, both in and out of 
Parliament.
